GUERRILLA DOCUMENT REPORTS M-19 LEADERSHIP CRISIS 
PA301929 Paris AFP in Spanish 1630 GMT 30 May 82 


[Text] Bogota, 30 May (AFP)--According to a document confiscated from a member 
of the 19 April movement (M-19), Jaime Bateman Cayon, top leader of the subver- 
sive group, may have to have his left leg amputated. 


The document confiscated from guerrilla Fabio Alejandro Marino Vargas, who was 
arrested in Bogota 2 days ago, said that Bateman Cayon is ill but does not 
specify where in Colombia he is recovering. 


"It is possible that his left leg will be amputated," the "diary" found in 
Marino Vargas' possession stated. Marino Vargas is apparently a Nicaraguan 
guerrilla who fought against the forces of Anastasio Somoza, the late dictator. 


Marino Vargas, who had become chief of the M-19 in Bogota, was arrested by 
military intelligence units (B-2) on Friday while carrying weapons and explo- 
sives. 


He was apparently going to direct a sabotage operation against the elections 
being held today to choose liberal President Julio Cesar Turbay's successor 
for the 1982-1986 term. 


The document confiscated from Marino Vargas shows that the M-19, the most 
active guerrilla group in Colombia, is undergoing a difficult situation result- 
ing from serious organizational defects and differences among its top leaders. 


Bateman Cayon is currently the top M-19 leader. He is a lawyer from the 
Atlantic Port of Santa Marta who received his training in the Communist Party 
of Colombia (PCC) youth groups. 


However, in recent months Bateman Cayon has received heavy opposition from 
some of his "assistants," primarily Alvaro Fayad and Carlos Pizarro, who are 
imprisoned in La Picota jail in Bogota. 


According to the confiscated document, the "confrontation" among the M-19 
leaders has caused a loss of support from the civilian population and the 
desertion of many of its members. 











Marino Vargas, who apparently wrote the document, maintains that the M-19 "is 
now struggling without a unified command" and admits that there is a "poor 
operational organization," "a lack of means of communications and a shortage 


of weapons and ammunition." 


He then admits that “there are significant ideological disagreements among out 
top leaders" and indicates that "the ambition for power" of some of them leads 
them to “constant contradictions." 


The guerrilla leader, who is being held incommunicado in a military installation 
in northern Bogota, said in the "document" that "the bomb attacks in the cities 
have deprived us of the stature of guerrillas." 


He added: 'We are now seen as vulgar terrorists. I believe that this is the 
reason why the people do not help us as much as they did before." 


Marino Vargas discloses the ideological and military crisis in the M-19 and 
indicates that a split among the leaders, between those who accept Bateman Cayon 
and those who support Fayad and Pizarro, will soon take place. 


He recognized the army's effectiveness in fighting the guerrillas and indicated 


that "the urban ranks of the M-19 have declined, which makes the struggle 
more difficult."

[Interview with Javier Chamorro, Nicaraguan ambassador to the United Nations 
and leader of the Nicaraguan delegation to the ambassadorial-level meeting

[Excerpt] [Question] Chamorro, it has repeatedly been said that the Latin 
American members of the nonaligned movement could take advantage of this 
coordinating bureau meeting to undertake special contacts in regard to the 
serious crisis in the Malvinas that has resulted from the British attack on 
Argentina. You, the Nicaraguan ambassador at the United Nations, witnessed 

the latest UN debates and secretary general Perez de Cuellar's efforts to find 

a negotiated poiitical solution to this conflict. What is your opinion of this? 


[Answer] It is very possible that this will occur. The Nicaraguan delegation 
hopes that it will, and we will make every effort to see the Latin American 
members of the movement achieve some statement in this regard. We believe 
that in the analysis of Latin American problems, one of the most essential 
subjects and perhaps the one with the greatest priority, along with the general 
Central American and Caribbean situation, is the serious crisis in the 

South Atlantic and the attack upon the sister nation of Argentina by an 
extracontinental power. In this regard, I understand that Argentine Foreign 
Minister Costa Mendez will attend this meeting, along with a large Argentine 
delegation, to seek that unity of Latin American views, just as has been done 
in the United Nations and at the OAS, in an effort to halt and prevent that 
attack by an an extracontinental power, the United Kingdom, which is being 
supported by a continental power, the United States. The United States has 
given the United Kingdom unlimited support in weapon supplies and all kinds 

of aid. 


[Question] What impact did the recent meeting of the Inter-American Reciprocal 
Assistance Treaty [TIAR] have in the United States, the United Nations and the 
OAS? It was decided at the TIAR meeting to condemn the British aggression 

by a vote of 17-0. 








[Answer] I think that that meeting was extremely important in demonstrating 
to the United States that it cannot play with the Latin American people's 
feelings. It also served to push the United States to a definition of the 
position that it has tried to maintain on TIAR in Latin America. This is one 
of the significant aspects. As is known, the United States created the 

TIAR in the 1950's in an attempt to defend its interests, rather than those 
of Latin America. It was thinking of an extracontinental invasion, but 

not from a strategic ally. In this sense, the United States has shown to 
Latin America that the TIAR is not applicable and that it is worth nothing 
when the issue is the defense of something that, although in line with 

Latin American interests, is not compatible with U.S. strategic interests.

VIETNAM'S VO DONG GIANG GRANTS PRESS CONFERENCE

[Text] During the afternoon session of the nonaligned movement's coordinating 
bureau meeting Vo Dong Giang, Vietnam's vice minister of foreign affairs, 
granted a press conference where he stressed the importance of the ministerial 
meeting. He pointed out that if the assessment of the complicated world 
Situation in the last few years is important, it is even more important to 
find the cause and solutions to those situations. 


Vo Dang Giang said that the Vietnamese delegation has a great desire to 
assist in the issues submitted at the meeting and wants to contribute to 
its success. 


Speaking about the Southeast Asian situation, he said that avenues for dialogue 
and friendly cooperation between the countries of the area are opening. In 
response to a question from an AP correspondent concerning the status of 
U.S.-Vietnamese relations, Vo Dong Giang said: 


[Begin Vo Dong Giang recording] [Vietnamese with consecutive Spanish trans- 
lation.] There has been no progress yet on U.S.-Vietnamese relations. It 
could be said that at this time relations are bad. Logically, we have always 
wanted to have friendly relations with all countries. But of course, if 
anyone does not wish to have relations we cannot force them. Vietnam has 
survived for decades without having relations with the United States, yet 
Vietnam continues to survive, struggle an [word indistinct]. [end recording] 


Reviewing his criteria on how the debates on the topic of the Malvinas Islands 
could be presented, Vo Dong Giang said that there would be a united call 
supporting Argentina. He acknowledged that relations between Vietnam and 
Argentina are not very good at present, but he said: 


[Begin Vo Dong Giang recording] As a member of the nonaligned movement and 
mindful of its principles and of the UN charter, Vietnam stands united with 
those who support Argentina regarding its sovereignty over the Malvinas. 
This is not a matter of buying and selling. It is not that if you are good

[Text] [Question] What does Angola expect from this meeting? 


[Answer] We are extremely concerned because we are going to discuss 
extremely complicated problems such as the conflict between Iran and Iraq, 
the upcoming seventh summit in Baghdad, the situation in South Africa, as 
well as the situation in Central America and the Caribbean and in the 
Middle East. 


All these problems are of the utmost concern to us, but I am sure that with 
the cooperation of the other delegations, we will find the way to preserve 
the movement's unity and cohesion. In this respect, I wish to note that 

in the realization of the fundamental principles of the movement, we must 
underline the role that Cuba, as president of the movement, was able to 

play following the historic sixth summit, which permitted us to maintain the 
initiative of our movement through dynamic activities. I believe that is one 
of the reasons for such a large turnout of delegates in Havana today to 
participate in the coordinating bureau meeting. 


[Question] You referred to the conflict between Iran and Iraq, two members 
of the nonaligned movement and the study of whether the seventh summit 
meeting should be held in Baghdad. Could you give us more details? 


[Answer] In our opinion, the conflict between Iraq and Iran does not serve 
the interests of the peoples of Iraq and Iran. Furthermore, we believe that 
international imperialism, particularly U.S. imperialism, takes advantage 

of this situation to worsen the relations between the other nonaligned nations. 
We have previously expressed to both countries our sincere concern over the 
results of their conflict, and we have called on them to find a negotiated 
political solution of the problem. However, I believe their positions are 
exactly opposite. We have had the opportunity to observe the various efforts 
not only by the nonaligned committee, but also by representatives of the 

UN secretary general and by a committee of the Islamic conference. Despite 
all these efforts, however, it has not been possible to obtain the desired 
result. 














We must consider if it is possible to hold the seventh summit meeting in a 
country at war because under such circumstances unpredictable incidents are 
possible. There is, however, something we must take into account: that the 
decision to hold the seventh summit in Baghdad was made by our chiefs of 
state during the sixth summit here in Havana. We believe the coordinating 
committee does not have the authority to change a decision made by the chiefs 
of state, unless the foreign ministers have been instructed by their chiefs 
of state to make a change, which I doubt. 


If the decision is maintained, however, which we think is correct, it may 
constitute a guarantee that the meeting may be held and may guarantee that 
delegations at the highest level may participate massively to support the 
movement and continue implementing the historic decisions adopted by the 
sixth summit. 


This is a program we must realistically discuss during the meeting so as not 
to jeopardize the future of nonaligned movement nations. 


[Question] What is your opinion on the future of Namibia in view of the 
position of the South African regime and the political and diplomatic 
negotiations underway? 


[Answer] Angola, through its people, its party and its government, has tried 
to contribute to the solution of the problem of Namibia in the shortest time 
possible. There are two alternative solutions to the problem of Namibia: 

the progressive development of the armed struggle of the South West African 
People's Organization [SWAPO] or a possible negotiated solution within the 

UN framework. We feel also that the two alternatives should be developed 

at the same time. After last year, however, there has been a tendency toward 
a negotiated solution. In this respect, we have contributed as much as we 
can. We hope that within the nonaligned group, with the close cooperation 

of SWAPO, we can find the best solution of the problem, taking into account 
that the people of Namibia (?agree) with that possibility. It so happens, 
however, that the fascist and racist regime of Pretoria is not interested 

in the independence of Namibia because Pretoria realizes that with the 
independence of Namibia, SWAPO would assume power in free and just elections, 
and the Pretoria regime would then be forced to remain within its natural 
frontiers and would therefore be isolated.

[Text] Ramat Hasharon--The ambassador of El Salvador, confirming the supply of 
Israeli military planes to his government, said yesterday that local politicians 
only "insult themselves" by meeting with a visiting Salvadoran "terrorist." 


In an interview in his Ramat Hasharon residence, the ambassador, Colonel 
Napoleon A. Guerra rebutted a denial by a Salvadoran guerrilla spokesman earlier 
this week that the rebels receive arms and training from the PLO. The denial 
came from Joaquin Antonio Aguilar, a representative of the rebels" political 
arm, who is in Israel on a lobbying mission. 


The left-wing guerrillas, Guerra said, get their money and weapons from the 
Soviet Union, Cuba, Libya, the Palestinians and from kidnapping ransoms. 


Israeli military sources have said some Salvadoran rebels are trained in PLO 
bases in Lebanon. 


Guerra, denying Aguilar's allegations that Israel supplies El Salvador with 
81 percent of its arms, said the Salvadoran army has received "no more than 
a total of 10"' Ouragan fighter-bombers, ‘Arava transport aircraft and Fouga 
Magister trainers. 


In answer to a question, Guerra said there are no Israeli military advisers in 
El Salvador. 


Aguilar was in the Knesset this week lobbying labour, Shinuy and democratic 
front (communist) deputies to try to pressure the government to stop the arms 
sales. He is scheduled to meet with labour party Chairman Shim'on Peres this 
morning. 


"I think it is not so much an insult to my people and government, as an insult 


to themselves,'' the ambassador said about the Knesset members who agreed to 
talk with Aguilar.

Asked to comment on the scheduled meeting with press, Guerra said: "I don't 
know if he will get a message from Mr ‘Arafat via Mr Aguilar, but I expect 
they'll talk about a subject Mr Aguilar knows well: the PLO." 


Gid'on Levi, a spokesman for Peres, told the Jerusalem POST that the Labour 
Party leader will meet the Aguilar at the guerrilla representative's request. 


The organization Aguilar speaks for, the democratic revolutionary front, has 
been granted observer status at the socialist international, Levi added.

GREEN CROSS PRESIDENT RELEASED--San Salvador, 29 May (ACAN-EFE)--Juan Francisco 
Zamora, the president of the Salvadoran Green Cross, was released today by

Zamora and his nephew were captured on the night of Thursday, 20 May, in 
Zamora's home, located near the U.S. Embassy, in the northern sector of the 
capital. At first his relatives said that a group of heavily armed men 
captured Zamora andhis nephew, Julio Nelson Estrada, and took them to an 
unknown destination. Colonel Reynaldo Lopez Nuila, national police director, 
said Zamora was arrested for questioning, because he was suspected of 
cooperating with the rebel groups in medical and publicity matters; that once 
his innocence was established, he was released. The release of Zamora was 
requested last Sunday by Msgr Arturo Rivera y Damas, the apostolic administrator 
of San Salvador.

VIOLATIONS BY GUERRILLAS--Mexico City, 29 May (NOTIMEX)--The Salvadoran legal 
aid office announced here today that beginning 1 June, it would recognize 

a state of war in El Salvador and its defense of human rights would extend to 
violations supposedly committed by the guerrillas. '"We shall circumscribe 
ourselves to the laws. of war set out in the Geneva agreements to protect the 
civilian population from clashes between the insurgents and the regular 
troops," the director of the archbishopric's legal aid, Roberto Guellar, said. 
He explained that the administration of the humanitarian institution will 
become part of the justice and peace commission of the San Salvador archdiocese, 
which is dependent on the archbishopric, The main objective is to extend the 
protection given to the civilian population to "increasingly broader" areas of 
combat between guerrillas and regular troops, he indicated.

El Salvador is ina state of war and this could make the civilian population 
victims of outrages though this civilian population "has nothing to do with

of torture or other human rights violations, charges will be filed with the 
Geneva commission.

The persecution and murder of poor Indians and Ladinos continue and increase 
daily. During the month and a half that the Rios Montt military junta 

has been in power, the massacres have increased; homes, crops and forests 
used for wood have been set afire; the Indians' few belongings--clothes, 
pigs and hens--are stolen; their women are raped. The people are being 
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murdered. The junta is not satisfied with bombing and machinegunning 
villages. In an effort to sow terror, the junta tortures, slits throats 

and burns people alive. So many massacres have occurred that it is difficult 
to list them all. Thousands of peasants, especially Indians, have been 
murdered because they want to have land to work and because they no longer 
want to be mercilessly exploited; because they don't want to starve to 

death or to die from curable diseases; because they want a better life and 
want their language and culture respected. 


In the regions of Quiche, Solola and Chimaltenango alone, more than 6,000 
peasants have been murdered in the past 6 months. 


We will mention a few cases: There is the 15 April massacre in the Agua 
Caliente village, San Jose Poaquil, where 23 peasants were murdered; the 
20 April massacre in the Pujujil village, Concepcion Municipality, Solola 
Department, where 30 peasants were massacred; between 17 and 22 April, in 
the villages of Xesic, Choacaman, Chitatul, Tabil and Chajbal, Quiche 
Department, 67 peasants, including men, women and children, were murdered; 
on Monday, 25 April, 13 peasants were massacred in the Varituc village, 
San Martin Jilotepeque; in the Chorocales village, Santa Cruz Del Quiche 
Municipality, and in Semeja Canton, 29 residents had their throats cut 

and were burned alive. In the Mangal village and in the Covadonga farm, 
Chajul Municipality, Quiche Department, more than 100 peasants were massacred 
between 2 and 5 April. From 23 March to date, more than 500 persons have 
been murdered in Parraxtut, El Pajarito and Pichiquil in the departments 
of Quiche and Huehuetenango. The intensity of the persecutions, the 
destruction by fire of homes and crops and the indiscriminate murder of 
people in Estancia de La Virgen, Tioxa, Chotalum, Chijocom and San Martin 
Jilotepeque have forced hundreds of peasants to seek refuge in San Antonio 
Las Trojes, San Juan Sacatepequez and the capital.. The most recent case 
is that of 8 May, in the Chamaxu village, Huehuetenango, where 13 peasants 
were murdered and their homes burned. These are just a few examples of the 
massacres committed by the military junta of General Rios Montt. 


Thousands of peasants from the departments of Huehuetenango, Quiche and 
Peten have been forced to seek refuge in Mexico, a fraternal country. 

Our peasants from the departments of Izabal and Chiquimula have sought refuge 
in Honduras. The genocide now occurring in the countryside is worse than 
that practiced under the corrupt and criminal government of Lucas Garcia. 


For all these reasons, our CUC brothers resorted to the peaceful occupation 
of the Brazilian Embassy as a way of exercising their right to free speech 

as recognized in the "declaration of human rights.'' The occupiers are 
prepared to resist and to die rather than allow themselves to be forcibly 
removed. If the military junta decides to massacre them the way other 
brothers of ours were massacred in the Spanish Embassy on 31 January 1980, 
they are prepared to die so thet the world may become aware of the repression 
suffered by the Guatemalan people, the genocide suffered by the Indian 
population as well as their firm decision to struggle to the end. 
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Our CUC companeros have stated that the peaceful occupation of the Brazilian 
Embassy is not an act of hostility against the Brazilian people but rather 
an appeal for solidarity and support for the Guatemalan people who demand to 
be heard. 


The CUC has asked a group of honest, fair and peace-loving people--including 
the rector of the University of San Carlos and several deans from this and 
other universities, several bishops, the president of the Guatemalan Red 
Cross, the president of the Guatemalan Journalists Association, several 
journalists, three ambassadors and other important persons--to form a 
mediation commission to solve their demands, which are: 


1. A news conference that should include local and foreign journalists so 
that they can personally become aware of the Indians' sufferings. 


2. Dissemination, through the radio, press and television, of a communique 
detailing their charges. 


The FP-3l1 backs the just demands of our CUC companeros and calls on the 
democratic governments, institutions, international organizations and 
important people as well as the organizations of solidarity and the progres- 
sive and revolutionary movements from throughout the world, to denounce 

the genocide committed against our people to express their solidarity in 

a concrete manner.

GUERRILLAS OCCUPY CAMPUS, EGP ISSUES BULLETIN

[Text] Guatemala, 28 May (ACAN-EFE)--The police have reported that early 
this morning, a group of guerrillas occupied the installations of the 
Rafael Landivar University, a private school. 


The leftists arrived at the university campus, which is located in the 
southern part of the city, when it was empty of students. 


Police reports indicate that the rebels, after tying up the university 
guards, distributed leaflets with antigovernment s)ogans, and then escaped 
in an unknown direction. 


On the other hand, in a communique distributed to the media, the poor 
People's Guerrilla Army (EGP) holds the Guatemalan Army responsible for 
massacring peasants and burning crops during the past few months. 


Similarly, the EGP accuses the armed forces of following a "scorched earth" 
policy in areas in which there have been guerrilla activities thus condemning 
of peasants to hunger. 


The EGP bulletin also states that several wooded areas in different parts of 
the country have been set on fire and that such activity has increased in 
the wake of the occupation of the Brazilian Embassy by members of the 
committee of peasant unity and the 31 January people's front. 


Meanwhile, today the Guatemalan national police reported that David Palencia 
Veliz, personnel chief of the Tejidos Universal Factory in this capital, was 
shot to death by unidentified persons who intercepted him on his way to work.

TWENTY REBELS, TEN SOLDIERS KILLED DURING CLASHES

[Text] Twenty guerrillas and 10 soldiers died as a result of three armed 
clashes over the weekend in Chimaltenango and El Quiche departments. 


According to a communique issued by the Defense Ministry, 10 rebels were 
killed early this morning while trying to ambush a military patrol on the 
road from San Martin Jilotepeque to Chimaltenango. Six soldiers also died 
in the incident. 


The report adds that the government forces confiscated weapons, ammunition, 
material for uniforms, medicine, and communist propaganda. 


An officer, Infantry Lt Cesar Raul Guerrero Barrios, and two soldiers, 
Domingo Ramirez Samayoa and Ubaldo Carrillo Ordonez, are among the 
casualties suffered by the armed forces. 


A claymore mine that exploded when a military patrol hit it killed four 
soldiers and injured three others yesterday in El Quiche. The incident 
occurred early in the morning near the town of (Chiche Itzatpal) in Nebaj 
Municipality. The military patrol had been sent to the community to defend 
its residents from the rebels who had threatened to burm their homes and 
kill them, the communique released today adds. 





The uninjured soldiers in the military patrol immediately began to search 
the area, and two guerrillas were killed in a second clash. 


In addition, the communique reports that eight more guerrillas were killed 
yesterday at 1000 hours during a third clash between a military patrol and 


a group of subversives, near the town of (La Fuerza) on the road from Santa 
Cruz Del Quiche to Quiche.

POLICE RESCUE KIDNAP VICTIM, RECOVER RANSOM 
PA262307 Guatemala City PRENSA LIBRE in Spanish 18 May 82 p 37 


[Text] Enrique Garcia Salas Mueller, 18, kidnapped on 3 May, was rescued 
at dawn Sunday by members of the National Police Investigating Department. 
The police also captured his kidnappers, just a few days after the abduction. 


According to police reports, young Garcia Salas Mueller is the son of Mario 
Garcia Salas, Finance Ministry adviser, who reported his son's kidnapping 
to the authorities. 


According to the investigation, the kidnappers had asked for a 100,000- 
quetzal ransom, which the victim's father refused to pay, making a counter- 
offer of 25,000 quetzales, accepted by the kidnappers. 


On 13 May, Mario Garcia Salas went to the entrance of Barcenas farm, in 
Villa Nueva, with the money as he had agreed with the kidnappers. Some men 
in a red pickup, with U.S. licence plate number IU-76026, received the 
money. The operation was carried out without any interference. 


These details, however, led the National Police Investigating Department to 
capture Julio Enrique Reyes Granados, Luis Epifanio Robles Guibert 
(Peruvian), Cesar David Siguenza Calderon, Humberto Felipe Femandez 
Gonzalez and Leonel Perez Y Perez, who had requested the ransom in the name 
of the People's Guerrilla Army, EGP, as war tax. 


These men were found in possession of 21,630 quetzales, two revolvers, a 
long-range sniper-type .2/70-cal rifle, and five vehicles, with licence 
plates numbers P-91038, P-207414, P-176291 (U.S. plates) as well as P-54746, 
the Volvo used in the kidnapping. 


It was later established that the victim had been kept in a house on 7-29 
40th Avenue, Zone 5, a few meters from the entrance to Los Cipreses cemetery. 
The victim had left some clues which were later found by the police.

SOLDIERS KILL GUERRILLAS IN EL QUICHE--The army has stepped up its anti- 
guerrilla activities in the high plateau to get rid of the groups that have 
been murdering Indians including women and children, a source at the 
Military Public Relations Office informed this newscast today. The latest 
massacres which have been carried out in several towns has prompted 
(?increased) military patrolling and an operation aimed at locating and 
doing away with these terrorist groups. The Military Public Relations 
Office said that this military operation has already had positive results:

MASSACRES REPORTED IN VILLAGES--Official sources in El Quiche have reported

noted that 26 persons were killed in Patzum and Quiejel cantons in San Juan 
Cotzal and San Gaspar Chajul municipalities. Guerrillas caught the civilian 
patrols in these towns by surprise and this resulted in 12 people killed 

in Patzun and 14 in Quiejel, both in northerm El Quiche Department. However, 
a massacre was also carried out in a village in Chichicastenango. It was 
officially reported that unidentified armed individuals arrived at Saquiyacab 
early yesterday and killed 43 residents including men, women and children. 
They tortured, beheaded and machinegunned their victims murdering 25 children 
who were not 1 year old yet. According to reports from Chichicastenango, 

the people killed in Saquiyacab included 15 women who were stabbed to death 
and 3 men who were machinegunned. The assailants fired at random. It was 
also reported that many neighbors fled to nearby hills when they became aware 
of the bloody incidents. They saved their lives despite the fact that they 
were leaving dear ones behind who had been massacred by a mob of unidentified 
individuals.

[Excerpts] The Regional Energency Committee reports to the Honduran citizens, 
particularly those of the southern zone, that after 4 days of hard work, in 
which all of the committees have done a good job, the results are as follows: 


1. In terms of loss of life and property damage, it is reported that 95 people 
have been killed, 233 are injured, 79 are missing, 600 houses have been 
destroyed, 458 houses have been damaged and 13,998 people have been rendered 
homeless, , 


2. In terms of agriculture, the committee in charge of appraising the damage 
has determined an estimated loss of 17,869,900 lempiras, based on a pre- 
liminary inspection of a portion of the affected zone. 


As for the department's coffee zone, 50 km of highway have been destroyed and 
30 km have been damaged. A special committee has been appointed to make a 
full report on the damage to the various roads in the disaster area. 


3. The finance committee held a 4-day telethon to collect funds for those who 
lost their houses. The committee collected 24,155.86 [as printed] lempiras, 
which were deposited in the Bank of Commerce. 


4. The 13,998 people affected--who have been placed in schools, churches, 
community centers, children's nurseries and private homes in the area--have 
been receiving only 2 days' worth of rations at a time, due to a shortage of 
supplies. These rations amount to 32,000 pounds of food. The refugees have 
also received 4 tons of clothes.

FUSEP ANNOUNCES DISCOVERY OF ‘CHAMBER OF TERROR’

[Text] The Public Security Forces [FUSEP], continuing its investigations on the 
trail of subversive and terrorist groups that operate in our country under 
international orders, informs the Honduran people that yesterday afternoon, 
members of the department of national investigation discovered another chamber 
of terror in house number 106 between Fifth Avenue and First Street in the 
Matamoros neighborhood in this capital. The house was inhabited by Alcida 
Portillo, also known as Hilda Rosa Lopez Castro, who is the wife of Jorge 

Max Zavala Galeano. They are both active members of the revolutionary people's 
front [frente popular revolutionario--FPR]. 


In addition to the chamber of terror, the authorities found three M-16 rifles, 
200 sticks of dynamite, approximately 15,000 cartridges of various calibers, 
fragmentation and demolition grenades, strategic and tactical blueprints of 
vulnerable targets and government offices, a large quantity of subversive 
literature, a large amount of military combat uniforms, tents, flags of the 
peoples unity movement (MUP), scarves of the revolutionary university force, 
and two powerful bombs, strategically placed to explode in case the authorities 
discovered the house. One bomb consisted of four sticks of dynamite, and the 
other contained flash powder with aluminum. 


The house was the operations center of the terrorist group, which acted in 
coordination with the Salvadoran FMLN and also received logistic support and 
training from the Nicaraguan FSLN, this gro::p is responsible for the machine- 
sunning of U.S. military personnel at the entrance of the road leading to the 
first infantry battallion. It is also responsible for nearly all holdups and 
robberies at various banking institutions in the country, for the attacks 
against the Argentine and Chilean Embassies, and for the bomb placed near the 
national electric power enterprise on First Avenue in Comayaguela. 


We must warn the Honduran people that young men and women from prominent 
Honduran families, the majority of them university students, are members of 
these terrorist cells or groups.
